Walt Disney's exhibit at the Brussels Fair shared open- 
ing day reports with the Soviet and US buildings, the US fash- 
ion show and ice-cream sodas, The first live theatre enter- 
tainment due in the beautiful 1100 seat US theatre will be at 
the end of June with a super-presentation of Carousel, Con- 
gress and tax-payers alike are to blame for the fact that the 
early visitors to the Fair were not given a taste of Am- 
erican theatre cultural, It is not too early to start planning 
for a full theatre program for the Fair if it is continued next 
year. The papers report the good-will generated in Mos- 
cow by a sole pianist. Imagine what a full season of top mus- 
icals, dramas, comedies could do to the cold war. 


* * 


Two theatres are scheduled, at this writing at least, 
for opening, in the first week in May. The refurbished Lunt- 
Fontanne, at Broadway and 46th St, and the 200 seat Tara, 
on the second floor of the Seven Arts Center, 120 Madison 
Ave, both stress comfort backstage, onstage and in the aud- 
fence, The builders and managers of each are certainly 
wished the best success by everyone interested in theatre. 
If the shiny new houses win the applause of critics and aud- 
ience, and continue to be fully rented, then other builders 
and managers will consider the investment of time and money 
into such ventures, It would be a pity if either of these houses 
are allowed to go vacant during the summer months.

Luckily the "award season" madness is of short dur- 
ation with only the Pulitizer Prize left to be announced, 
Sensible awards given in short doses by respected groups 
can possibly bring recognition to worthy efforts in the the- 
atre. But presenting a co-star of a top comedy with a 
“supporting actroas" award and deciding which in the beat 
musical of the year by the flip of a coin is hardly an adult 
way to pick prizes. The film and television industry, al- 
ways ahead of the theatre in industry-wide public relations, 
discovered that it was wisest to combine efforts and give 
out one set of prizes for the entire industry. That even 
then the awards can be meaningless will not be argued here. 
But certainly the idea of presenting one set of theatre awards 
is worthy for consideration,

Though Off Broadway blossomed with dozen of worth- 
while revivals this past season, the fare of the summer cir- 
cuit this session will once again be warmed over Broadway 
comedy hits and musicals, Though each year a growing num- 
ber of summer producers present new scripts, the number 
that reach Broadway is so tiny it cannot even be measured, 
The professional talent that presents slick revivals of clas- 
sics to Off Broadway audiences is as available as all get- 
out come summer. A packaged revival, without stars, of 
a top Off Broadway revival of the past season, would be an 
economical and probably profitable change of pace for 
strawhat audiences across the country.
